New confrontation looms 
over channel oil leases

A new confrontation involving Santa 
Barbara city and county and en­ 
vironmental groups on one hand and the 
oil industry and Interior Department on 
the other is in the offing. 
Their collision course was set up when 
17 petroleum companies nominated 970 
blocks totaling over 5 million acres — 
blanketing the Santa Barbara Channel — 
as sectors they would like to bid on in the 
latest projected Outer Continental Shelf 
oil and gas lease sale offshore Southern 
California. 
Events which could lead to leasing of 
tracts in the spring of 1978 w ill 
presumably get under way “ in a few 
m o nths” 
when 
the 
In te r io r 
Department’s Bureau of Land Manage­ 
ment (BLM ) will make findings after 
evaluation of the nominations. 
The proposed new OCS oil and gas 
lease sale involves all unleased areas in 
the Channel, where 65 have now been 
leased The Outer Continental Shelf area 
of Federal waters is anything beyond the 
three-mile limit from shore within which 
there are state leases and platforms. 
T h ere 
a re 
th ese o th er new 
developments: 
— Interior Department authorities ad­ 
mitted that the tracts most nominated by 
industry and those most identified for 
withdrawal within the huge lease sale 
area from Pt. Concepcion south to San 
Diego area “ center largely in the Santa 
Barbara Channel” where Interior has 
been studying whether to resume leasing 
which was stopped in 1969 after the 
Union Oil lease blowout. 
— Federal authorities in briefing local 
authorities make it clear that the Santa 
Barbara Channel is regarded by the oil 
industry as the “ richest area in oil- 
bearing formations in the entire lease 
area ” 
— The lease sale area where oil com­ 
bines — some comprising as many as 
nine companies — are interested in­ 
cludes areas in the close vicinity of the 
Channel Islands, areas of deepest chan­ 
nel water and areas in the immediate 
vicinity of the Santa Barbara Sanctuary, 
a state-set zone off Santa Barbara 
prohibiting oil drilling (Any tapping of 
oil from under the sanctuary could result 
in the state coming in to utilize the 
resource, it is feared.) 
— Board of Supervisors chairman 
Frank J. Frost signed a letter from the 
board asking that Channel tracts from 
Pt. Concepcion south to the Rincon be 
spared from the new leasing program. 
— Bureau of Land Management 
Pacific Area Manager William Grant 
has promised the county he would allow 
a further briefing for the Board of Super­ 
visors if it desires on the status of the 
program. 
— County Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F Reynolds said he expects to 
go before the county supervisors possibly 
Oct. 18 to determine if they would like a 
further briefing from Grant. The BLM 
official, meanwhile, w ill welcome 
further comments by local agencies, 


organizations and citizens, it was stated. 
— The county is asking that areas 
adjacent to Santa Barbara Sanctuary be 
withdrawn from the areas offered for 
development. 
— The call for nominations and com­ 
ments embraces an area ranging 
seaward from the mainland as far as 190 
miles and includes the area of the 
remote Santa Barbara Islands, some 70 
miles from the Santa Barbara County 
mainland, which are strangely enough 
still a part of Santa Barbara County. 
— Companies submitting nominations 
were.

BA N G K O K . Thailand 
(U P I) - 
Thailand’s new military-led government, 
which came to power in a coup Wednes­ 
day, released Prim e Minister Seni 
Pramoj from detention today, family 
sources said. 
The self-styled National Evolutionary 
Administration Council headed by Adm 
Sangad Chaloryoo also announced an end 
to the midnight-to-dawn curfew clamped 
on Bangkok Wednesday night. 
Seni, reportedly a personal friend of 
Sangad, was “ invited” to supreme com­ 
mand headquarters “ for his own protec­ 
tion” Wednesday and did not return 
home until this morning. 
In another development, Thammasat 
University rector Dr Puey Ungkaporn 
was released from overnight detention 
and almost immediately caught a com­ 
mercial flight to London. It was not clear 
whether the liberal rector had been ex­ 
pelled 
Dr 
Puey, who presided over the 
campus where police and leftist students 
fought a four-hour gunbattle Wednesday, 
was detained at Don Muang Airport in 
the afternoon while trying to catch a 
flight to Malaysia. 
At least 27 persons were killed in the 
battle and hundreds wounded. The coup 
itself was announced some eight hours

If the City of Lompoc gains new 
federal funding for a proposed three 
million gallon water storage reservoir 
there w ill be no reduction in the 
homeowner’s monthly water bill 


That was was the conclusion of the city 
water commission last night. Commis­ 
sion chairman Jack Myers said funds in 
a reserve account being built up by an in­ 
crease in the monthly bills would be 
shifted to other phases of the city’s 
water program, if the federal monies 
arrived 


The city is seeking funds for the reser­ 
voir and other facilities from the federal 
Public Works Employment Act There is 
no certainty at this point that the city 
will be successful. 


C ity water department chief A1 
Thompson told the commission final 
work on an environmental impact report 
on the project should be completed this 
week. 


In other matters, Thompson said 
water spreading program project east of 
the city was close to being set for a 
public hearing by the state. The project 
would capture about 2,500 acre feet of 
flood flow annually in the Santa Ynez 
River at an initial cost of about $10,000. 
Thompson said. 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Jim m y 
Carter says President Ford is conducting 
an immoral foreign policy and Ford says 
Carter advocates a dangerous defense 
policy. But in their second televised con­ 
frontation, both rejected isolationism 
and pictured America as a peacemaker 
in a troubled world. 
The debate Wednesday night between 
the two presidential contenders — the 
aggressive Carter and the necessarily 
defensive incumbent — was a scrappy 
affair of biting sarcasm, far more com­ 
bative than their first exchange of 
economic statistics. 
In an assertion that may come back to 
trouble him, Ford declared that “ there is 
no Soviet dom ination of Eastern 
Europe." 
Carter laughed. Ford glared, then 
declared: 
“ I don’t believe ... that the Yugosla­ 
vians ... Romanians ... the Poles con­ 
sider themselves dominated by the 
Soviet Union. Each of those countries is 
independent or autonomous.” 
Carter suggested Ford should check 
that finding with Americans who have 
relatives in those countries, but as soon 
as the debate ended they were speaking 
for themselves 
Georgetown 
University professor 
Lev E 
Dobriansky, chairman of the 
National Captive Nations Committee, 
said he was “shocked to hear President 
Ford state and even try to defend this 
preposterous 
statem ent.” 
Other 
Americans of Eastern European origin 
echoed his complaint. 
At the debate’s end, Carter shook 
hands with Ford and they both left the 
bare stage of the Palace of Fine Arts 
Theater. They meet a final time Oct. 22 
at William and Mary College in W illiam ­ 
sburg. Va., when questions on any topic 
will be taken 
Following the debate both candidates 
went to rallies where supporters, who 
had watched the confrontation on closed 
circuit television, roared lusty as­ 
surances that their man had humbled his 
opponent. 
Carter told his group he felt he put 
Ford on the defensive. 
“ It’s a horrible administration to try 
to defend so he was on the defensive, I 
felt, all the way through the debate,” 
Carter said “ I think I won but I ’m sure 
he feels the same way.”

Social Security tax 
bite to be larger 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - For 19 
million middle income workers, the 
social security tax bite in 1977 will be up 
to $70 20 higher than the $895 06 they con­ 
tributed this year, the Social Security 
Administration said 
The amount of wages on which social 
security taxes are levied goes up from 
$15.300 this year to $16.500 next year, the 
SSA said in officially announcing an in­ 
crease built into law and informally an­ 
nounced earlier this year. 
Under the same automatic increase, 
the maximum amount a retiree can earn 
and still get social security checks will 
increase to $3.000 from the current 
$2,760 Earnings above that amount are 
subject to a reduction in benefits 
A social security spokesman said the 
wage base boost will increase payroll 
taxes by $2 3 billion. 
About 19 million workers, or one of 
every six workers covered by social 
security, will be affected because they 
will earn more than $15,300 in 1977 
A worker earning $16,500 or more next 
year will pay $965 25 in social security 
taxes The wage base has more than 
doubled this decade, from $7,800 in 1969- 
'70. The first wage base from 1937 to 1949 
was $3.000 


table. I answered the questions 
specifically. I feel very good about 
tonight, just as I did after the first one.” 
In their exchanges during the debate, 
Ford charged “ the kind of a defense 
program that Mr. Carter wants” would 
cut U.S. armed forces by 250,000, delay 
aircraft and naval procurement, slow 
military research and force this country 
to negotiate with the Russians “ from 
weakness.” 
Carter said Ford had distorted his 
position. “ Our country is not strong any 
more,” he said, later in the debate ex­ 
plaining that while America is still 
strongest m ilitarily, it is weak in rela­ 
tions with the people, in asserting moral 
leadership, in finding support abroad. 
Carter said America could not exert 
world leadership while it leads the in­ 
dustrialized West in unemployment. 
Ford said the p ro sp erity under 
Democratic presidents Lyndon Johnson 
and John Kennedy, which Carter cited, 
was accompanied by war. 
Ford said under his leadership the U.S. 
influence in the Middle East reached 
“ the peak of its power” while the Soviets 


lost influence. Carter complained Ford 
was over-arming countries hostile to 
Israel. 
Summing up, Carter held out an 
idealistic vision of American foreign 
policy; Ford stressed his experience. 
Said Carter : “ Can we become a bread­ 
basket of the world instead of the arms 
merchant of the world? ... We ought to be 
a beacon for nations who search for 
peace and who search for freedom, who 
search for individual liberty, who search 
for basic human rights. We haven’t been 
lately. We can be once again.” 


Said Ford: “ In the last two years I 
have made policy decisions involving 
long-range difficulties in policy and 
made day-to-day judgments not only as 
President of the United States but as 
leader of the free world. 


“ W hat is the re s u lt of th at 
leadership?” Fonj asked. “ America is 
strong, America is free, America is 
respected Not a single young American 
today is fighting or dying on any foreign 
battlefield. America is at peace with 
freedom ” 
Wholesale price jump 
reported for Sept. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford’s economic strategy suffered a set­ 
back today with a government report 
that wholesale prices jumped 0.9 per 
cent in September It was the first time 
in nearly a year that the annual rate of 
increase was above 10 per cent 
The big increase, reflecting a 10 8 per 
cent annual rate, was certain to promote 
fears of a resurgence of inflation and em- 
harass Ford In the waning weeks of his 
campaign. 
Ford has pegged his entire economic 
program on claims that his conservative 
policies are controlling inflation Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate Jim m y 
Carter continues to emphasize that both 
unemployment and inflation remain high 
by historical standards 
The Labor Department reported*that a 
big increase in farm prices combined 
with an unusually strong surge in in­ 
dustrial commodities to produce the 
September increase wholesale prices. 
It was a drastic reversal of a recent 
cooling trend that saw wholesale costs 
decline 0 1 per cent in August. Not since 
last October have these prices risen as 
sharply. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany. 
one of Carter’s chief supporters on 
economic issues, said the figures prove 
that “ both unemployment and inflation 
still plague America and President Ford 
does not have the leadership ability to 
deal with either problem ” 
“ The figures make a mockery of the 
Ford campaign claims that America’s 
economic problems have been solved." 
Meany said. 
Farm prices jumped 19 per cent in 
September following substantial declines 
in the past two months Food prices rose 
0 5 per cent, also a reversal of recent 
trends 
Industrial prices rose 0 9 per cent—the 


biggest increase in nearly a year. This 
compared to average monthly increases 
of 0.6 per cent over the past three 
months, and an average increase of 0.2 
per cent in each of the first five months 
of the year. 
Except for a slight surge last spring, 
wholesale price increases have been 
relatively cool since the last big monthly 
increase of 1.1 per cent in October, 197$. 
Wholesale prices have even declined in 
three months during the past year. 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 
184 7 in September, an increase of 3 9 per 
cent over a year ago. This meant that 
wholesale goods costing $100 in 1967, now 
cost $184 70 
The large increase in industrial prices 
was more alarming to economists, 
because these prices are less volatile and 
make up about 70 per cent of the index. 
Prices increased sharply for wood 
products, fuels, rubber and plastic 
products and transportation equipment. 
Also up were prices for machinery and 
equipment, metals and metal products 
and chemicals. 
Over the past three months, industrial 
prices have risen at an ominous com­ 
pound annual rate of 9 6 per cent — com­ 
pared to declines of 11 per cent for farm 
and food prices. 
Among the farm products, oilseeds and 
raw cotton prices rose sharply in 
September Prices for fruits and vegeta­ 
bles. green coffee and cocoa beans also 
rose This more than offset declines in 
the prices of grain, hogs, live poultry, 
eggs and cattle. 
After declining in August, prices were 
up for processed fats and oils, manufac­ 
tured animal feeds, meats and fish. 
Sugar, cereal and bakery prices con­ 
tinued to decline, however, and proces­ 
sed poultry and dairy products also were 
down

DETROIT (U P I) - The United Auto 
Workers’ National Ford Council met to­ 
day to give its approval to a $1 billion- 
plus contract covering 170,000 striking 
Ford Motor Co. employes 
A small group of union dissidents 
picketed the session to protest the pact 
and the president of General Motors ex­ 
pressed concern that a key time-off 
provision will result in higher car prices. 
The ratification process got under way 
Wednesday night when the UAW ’s 26- 
member International Executive Board 
unanimously approved the new contract 
at a three-hour meeting Concurrence by 
the 175-member Ford Council was ex­ 
pected later today. 
Ford’s 102 facilities in 22 states 
probably will remain closed for another 
week. 
The 50 UAW dissidents were picketing 
the downtown Veterans Mem orial 
Building when union President Leonard 
Woodcock arrived to meet with the coun­ 
cil. Woodcock’s aides ran interference 
for him and he got through the crowd 
without incident. 
The pickets passed out leaflets saying, 
“ ... More days off mean nothing The 
contract is a farce when the internation­ 
al refuses to do anything about forced 
overtim e, speedups and job com­ 
binations ” 
GM President E M “ Pete” Estes said 
he found the time-off provision of the 


Ford pact, which eventually will be ex­ 
tended to GM workers, “ very distur­ 
bing ” But he said he doubts it will lead 
to a four-day work week as some in­ 
dustry observers have predicted 
Estes was critical of the key element 
his firm will have to match in the 
pattern-setting Ford agreement — 13 
more days off the job with no loss in pay. 
“ It has to be very disturbing to us,” 
Estes told reporters. 
“ I doubt if many people are dis­ 
satisfied with the time off allowed under 
our current contract,” Elates said in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. “ Everybody en­ 
joys time off We just don’t want it to be 
excessive.” 


Unified Vietnam

U.S. Senatorial Candidate S. 
I. (Sam) Hayakawa told a 
Channel City Club luncheon 
audience in Santa Barbara to­ 
day that “common sense is the 
most potent, but least-used, an­ 
ticrime weapon we have.” 
Hayakawa, former San Fran­ 
cisco State University presi­ 
dent, noted that the chance of 
an American being murdered, 
robbed or raped in 1970 was 
twice as great as it was in 1960 
The increase in major crime, 
he declared, is “absolutely un­ 
acceptable.” 
“Common sense tells us that 
punishment for serious crimes 
must be certain and swift,” he 
said. 
“ I believe we must have man­ 
datory prison term s for those 
who 
commit violent felonies 
and those who use a gun or 
other lethal weapon in the com­ 
mission of a crime 
“ I believe many judges are 
too lenient with violent of­ 
fenders. Many parole officials 
are too anxious to send quickly 
back to the streets potentially 
dangerous felons. This is not us­ 
ing common sense 
“ The legal profession — 
bench and bar alike — can and 
must develop methods by which 
the delays and backlogs in our 
criminal courts are reduced. I 
am confident they can do this 
by using a little more common 
■ sense and a little less legalistic

Ray Saucedo, candidate for 
the assembly in the 35th dis­ 
trict, is promoting a campaign 
for a referendum initiative that 
would place a ceilin g on 
property taxes equal to one per 
cent of cash m arket value. 


Sacuedo says the proposed 
wording for the initiative must 
be approved by the state at­ 
to rn e y g e n e ra l and th e 
secretary of state before the 
signature drive can get under 
way. An estim ated 500,000 
signatures are needed to place 
the question on the ballot. 
Saucedo hopes to persuade Gov. 
Brown to call a special election 
to give voters a chance to vote 
on the question, if he is succes­ 
sful in gaining su fficien t 
signatures. He is confident he 
will succeed. “ I think we could 
get 500,000 signatures in Los 
Angeles County alone.” he said 
Wednesday. 


Under Saucedo’s proposal 
property taxes on homes and 
rental properties would be 
limited to an amount equal to 
one per cent of cash market 
value. A 640,000 home for exam­ 
ple would be taxed 6400 com­ 
pared to the approximate three 
per cent amount or 61.200 now. 
Saucedo said. 


Taxes on commercial proper­ 
ties, exclusive of apartments, 
would be computed the same as 
they are today, according to 
Saucedo’s proposal. There are 
several key factors that must 
be included to m ake the 
proposal work, in his view. One 
is the substitution of a gross in­ 
come tax system based on the 
ability of a taxpayer to pay. 
Another factor and by far the 
most revolutionary is Saucedo's 
proposal to remove education 
financing and social services in­ 
cluding w elfare from the 
property tax burden 


62 m illion being cut from 
property tax biHs of residents 
of the five cities in the county 
who help to fund the sheriff’s 
patrol along with their own 
police departments. 
Santa Barbara city officials 
said city residents want to 
avoid “double taxation” in this 
m atter and are calling on the 
other cities for support to get 
tax advantages for their tax­ 
payers as well. 
LAFCO by a 3-0 vote Sept. 30 
approved forwarding the Santa 
Barbara proposal to the super­ 
visors along with two recom­ 
mendations: 
— That the board designate 
various zones throughout the 


county for the purpose of set­ 
ting levels of patrol service as 
appropriate and/or desired by 
the people in those zones for 
sheriff’s patrol only. (The com­ 
mission also requests that each 
of the five cities be set up as 
separate zones if they are to re­ 
main within the service area). 
— That the board consider an 
overall evaluation of the tax in­ 
equities throughout the county 
and conclude such evaluation 
and study at an early date, with 
the results to be made available 
to all governmental entities and 
groups representing the unin­ 
corporated areas of the county 
for their review and considera­ 
tion.

Finally, Saucedo would cou­ 
ple his proposal with a cutback 
in governmental spending. 


“ Along with my proposal for 
tax reform ,” he said, “comes 
the idea that we have to reverse 
the process where government 
continues to spend and budgets 
continue to balloon.” 


Saucedo equates the present 
system of taxing property, and 
particularly the taxing of 
homes with confiscation of 
those homes. “ Eventually the 
supreme court will rule 
that 
government can’t take a home 
away in the way it can be done 
today by excessive taxing,” he 
said. 


Saucedo said he announced 
his tax limitation proposal in 
Santa Barbara on Sept. 10 after 
it became apparent the state

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Iranian minister 
hints oil hike 


MANILA, 
the Philippines 
(UPI) — Saying “oil today is at 
a bargain p rice,” Iranian 
Minister of State Mohamad 
Yeganeh today strongly implied 
that oil prices were in for 
another hefty hike. 
Yeganeh, chief of the Organi­ 
zation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries’ governing commit­ 
tee, said the cartel would adjust 
oil prices to the current rate of 
world inflation, which he said is 
now running at 25 to 30 percent. 
“The U.S. wanted to be in­ 
dependent, to cut out their oil 
imports, but what happened to 
the independence program? 
They have increased their oil 
imports by 20 per cent,” he told 
a news conference. “This shows 
that today oil is at a bargain 
price. 


“The U.S. has to make the 
adjustments in their economy. 
After all we financed the rapid 
expansion of the developed 
countries.” 


OPEC has scheduled a 
meeting Dec. 15 in the oil state 
of Qatar to discuss raising oil 
p rices in 1977. Iran has 
traditionally advocated oil 
price increases at the OPEC 
meetings. 
The Iranian minister also at­ 
tacked Treasury Secretary 


William Simon for telling the 
joint annual meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund 
and World Bank here this week 
that the OPEC countries will 
have a $50 million surplus this 
year. 
“They are always exaggerat­ 
ing and this is another ex­ 
aggeration,” Yeganeh said. “In 
fact it is less than half of that, 
and Iran like the other OPEC 
nations is in fact now deficit, 
not surplus.” 
Yeganeh said OPEC through 
bilateral aid and special funds 
had “more than compensated” 
the developing countries for 
higher oil prices, but declined 
to say whether the OPEC 
countries would answer calls by 
the developing nations to help 
refinance the World Bank’s 
International Development As­ 
sistance Fund. 
The OPEC ministers who are 
in Manila for the IMF-World 
Bank conference, announced 
Wednesday that their share of 
the profits from IMF gold sales 
would be given to the poor 
countries. 
A spokesman said he expect­ 
ed the total profit in question to 
be $15 million to $20 million, but 
Yeganeh said today it would 
amount to about $50 million, 
depending on the price of gold. 
Ford complains over 
Carter's answers 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
President Ford feels “very 
good" about his foreign policy 
debate with Jimmy Carter, but 
says his Democratic opponent 
failed to give “specific answers 
to specific questions.” 
Betty Ford, in a phone call 
after the second debate at the 
Palace of Fine Arts Theater 
Wednesday night, assured her 
husband he had won. 
Asked what he thought, Ford 
quipped, “I seldom disagree 
with my wife, and so on this oc­ 
casion I will agree with her.” 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer phoned Ford to say he 
had “taken the offensive and 
had been affirmative about our 
successes ” 
Other White House aides 
weren't so sure 
Some said 
Carter had won on “rhetoric 
and style” and Ford beat him 
on "substance.” 
Ford planned to campaign in 
Los Angeles today and attend a 
GOP fund-raiser tonight with 
Ronald Reagan. He winds up in 
Texas this weekend before 
returning to Washington Sun­ 
day. 
Ford said he answered all the 
debate questions and set forth 
his policies 
“I think we did all right. 1 felt 
comfortable 
I answered the 
questions specifically and I feel 
very good about tonight ” 
Ford said he thought Carter 
was “very general " 
“He covered a great many is­ 
sues without talking about any 
answers Therefore, 1 thought 
he ought to be pinned down and 


I thought the questioner made a 
big effort to do so. I certainly 
hope that the American people 
will make certain in the future 
that he gives specific answers 
to specific questions.” 
On one touchy question in the 
debate, Ford said “ I don’t 
believe that the Poles consider 
themselves dominated by the 
Soviet Union.” 
Later his National Securities 
Adviser. Brent Scowcroft, con­ 
ceded there are four divisions 
of Soviet troops in Poland. 
However, neither Scowcroft 
nor other White House aides 
thought Ford should issue a 
clarification. 
They pointed to another state­ 
ment that Ford made during 
the debate in which he said that 
the United States “does not con­ 
cede that those (E astern 
European) countries are under 
the domination of the Soviet 
Union ” 
There was little disagree­ 
ment among White House 
observers that Carter came on 
stronger in the debate than he 
had the first time around. Both 
candidates exchanged verbal 
jabs but in the end they were 
friendlier to each other than 
after the first debate. 
They smiled and shook hands 
a couple of times — one before 
the debate and again when it 
was over. Carter introduced his 
wife Rosalynn to the President 
and Ford told Carter “I’ll see 
you in Williamsburg,” referr­ 
ing to their third and last 
debate Oct 22 at William and 
Mary C ollege

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter says he doesn't 
know if he won his second 
debate with President Ford, but 
feels “pretty good" about the 
confrontation because he kept 
Ford on the defensive. 
“It’s a horrible administra­ 
tion to try to defend, so he was 
on the defensive, I felt, all the 
way through the debate.” 
Carter told reporters as he left 
the stage. 
Carter was jubilant as he ad­ 
dressed a rally of 9,000 people in 
an auditorium where they had 
watched the debate on closed 
circuit television. 
“Anybody wanna debate?” 
Carter asked the partisan 
crowd as they roared back their 
approval of his performance.

qualified and competent in the 
area of foreign policy,” said his 
his press secretary Jody 
Powell “He kept Mr Ford on 
the defensive a good portion of 
the evening and as a result the 
President made a few mis­ 
takes " 
The mistakes, Powell said 
ranged from “a major one that 
gave a surprising view of 
eastern Europe, to a minor one 
putting a nuclear plant in 
Alabama that’s actually in 
South Carolina." 
Powell said the “Republicans 
will hear more” about Ford’s 
comments that the Helsinki 
agreement does not confirm 
Russian dominance of Eastern 
Europe 
“The Republicans are going 
to have to spend some time ex­ 
plaining those statements — 
and we don’t have to keep it 
alive, the people who have 
relatives in those eastern Euro­ 
pean countries will.” 
Powell said he was “a little 
upset” over Ford’s continued 
insistence in the debate that 
Carter wanted to cut defense 
spending $10 billion to $15 
billion. 
“I don't ever remember his 
saying $10 billion to $15 billiion 
and I believe if he did we would 
have caught it and corrected 
it," Powell said. “Everyone 
who’s been with him knows he’s 
consistently said $5 billion to $7 
billion.”

New clashes 
in Spain 


MADRID. Spain (UPI) - 
Police. Basque nationalists and 
right-wing extremists clashed 
again Wednesday night in the 
restive town of San Sebastian, 
where Basque guerrillas gun­ 
ned down an adviser to King 
Juan Carlos two days earlier. 
Spanish news agency reports 
said shots were exchanged on at 
least two occasions and police 
fired rubber bullets to disperse 
an angry crowd in the Basque 
provincial capital's picturesque 
old quarter. 
Several persons were injured. 
The violence followed a street 
protest by right-wingers in 
Madrid 
The demonstrators 
demanded the resignation of 
the government of Premier 
Adolfo Suarez, accusing it of 
softness in dealing with subver­ 
sives and betraying the princi­ 
ples of the late Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco. 
Throughout the nation, 
memorial services were held 
for Juan Maria de Araluce, a 
member of the powerful Coun­ 
cil of the Realm who was shot 
to death in San Sebastian Mon­ 
day along with four police es­ 
corts. 
A Basque separatist guerrilla 
organization claimed respon­ 
sibility. 
The right-wing newspaper 
Alcazar, organ of the 500,000- 
member Confederation of Civil 
War veterans, said the con­ 
tinued violence in Spain was the 
result of the government’s ef­ 
forts to move the country 
toward democracy. 
On Tuesday, gangs of right- 
wing toughs left Araluce’s 
funeral and rampaged through 
San Sebastian, beating pedestri­ 
ans with bicycle chains and lead 
pipes and ransacking shops and 
bars in the old quarter, a 
suspected meeting place of 
Basque separatists

SALISBURY, 
R hodesia 
(UPI) — A blast believed set by 
black nationalist guerrillas 
wrecked a key river bridge 
Wednesday and sent 11 railroad 
cars tumbling into the water, 
Rhodesia Railways said today. 
Railroad officials said they 
had launched an investigation 
into the explosion on a bridge 
spanning the Matesi River in 
western Rhodesia, about 32 
miles south of the Zambian 
border. There were no casual­ 
ties. 
“I don’t think there’s any 
doubt the explosion was set by 
the terrorists (black nationalist 
guerrillas)," one official said. 
The officials said the blast 
left a 70-foot gap in the bridge 
and the locomotive, with two 
engineers inside, was left 
derailed but still standing. 
The officials said it was not 
immediately known whether 
the locomotive triggered the 
blast or if it was set off from a 
distance. 
The train carried minerals 
and was traveling in a north-to- 
south direction, the officials 
said. Eleven of its cars, some 
just behind the locomotive and 
others at the back, took the 
deep dive into the river below. 
The incident came as Rhode­ 
sia’s army commander report­ 
ed an escalation in guerrilla ac­ 
tivity and said Mozambique and 
“the Communists" were back­ 
ing it in a bid to sabotage plans 
for a peaceful transition to 
b la ck m a jo r ity ru le in 
Rhodesia. 
“There’s going to be a last- 
ditch attempt on the part of the 
Communists to wreck the 
proposals," Lt. Gen. Peter 
Walls said on radio and televi­ 


sion Wednesday night. “You 
can see that going already." 
Walls said he believed most 
of black Africa was willing to 
go along with the U.S.-British 
plan accepted by the white 
Rhodesian regime for black 
majority rule within two years. 


Rhodesian Prime Minister 
Ian Smith said Wednesday he 
was not prepared to negotiate 
any changes in the Anglo- 
American proposals he accept­ 
ed nearly two weeks ago to 
arrange a conference on form­ 
ing a transition government. 


Third Caribbean crash 
in three months; 73 die 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An out­ 
raged Mayor Abraham Beame 
today refused to “negotiate at 
the point of a gun” with police 
union leaders, who hinted the 
entire 26.000-member force may 
strike as a result of the arrest 
of four off-duty police pickets 
The four, two of whom were 
suspended without pay, were 
arrested at a mass demonstra­ 
tion outside Madison Square 
Garden Wednesday night. They 
later were released after being 
issued summonses. 
A fifth was taken into custody 
but was released without being 
charged. 
The arrests were the first 
since off-duty officers began 
holding noisy demonstrations 
Sept. 24 to protest a new work 
schedule and to demand im­ 
mediate payment of a 6 per cent 
salary in crease, deferred 
because of the city's fiscal 
crisis 
"The punishment doesn't fit 
the crime.” said Ray Lesinger, 
a Patrolmen’s Benevolent As­ 
sociation official. He said the 
PBA wants the suspended of­ 
ficers put on limited duty with 
pay, rather than outright 
suspension

BRIDGETOWN, 
Barbados 
(UPI) — A mysterious explo­ 
sion that sent a Cuban jetliner 
crashing into the sea Wednes­ 
day was the third airline- 
related blast in the Caribbean 
in the past three months. 


The crash killed all 73 persons 
aboard. 


The two earlier explosions 
were believed the woric of an 
anti-Castro Cuban group in 
Miami that warned in August of 
new airplane attacks if certain 
countries continued trading 
with Cuba. 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication that sabotage was in­ 
volved in Wednesday’s crash. 
The Havana-bound flight was 
en route to a scheduled 
stopover in Kingston, Jamaica, 
when it nose-dived into the 
ocean, flipped over and sank 
three miles off the Barbados 
coast. 
The plane carried 50 passen­ 
gers and a crew of 23, according 
to British West Indian Airways, 
agent for Cuban Airlines. 
No Americans were believed 
aboard. 
U.S. Navy Lt. Cmdr. Joseph 
Phelan said only 15 bodies had 
been recovered by nightfall and 
most were still entombed in the 


sunken wreckage. 
P rim e M inister J.M .G . 
Adams sent a message of con­ 
dolence to Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro and ordered an in­ 
vestigation. 
A control tower source said 
the captain of the DC8 radioed 
that there had been an explo­ 
sion and was trying to return to 
Bridgetown when the plane 
crashed. 
(In Washington, a Federal 
A viation 
A dm inistration 
spokesman confirmed that an 
“inflight explosion" occurred 
before the plane went down.) 
Paul Forster, a travel agent, 
said he was standing outside his 
hotel “when someone shouted, 
‘Look, look’ and pointed up in 
the air. 
"I could see it was a jet, com­ 
ing out of a cloud at about a 75- 
degree angle. It just seemed to 
hang there about 200 feet above 
the water, just on the horizon.”

$600 million canal 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
extensive state study has ten­ 
tatively recommended con­ 
struction of the controversial 
$600 million Peripheral Canal in 
the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta, or some modified ver­ 
sion of it. 
Released Wednesday, the 18- 
month study by the staff of the 
Water Resources Department 
was an effort to update the 
state’s plan for meeting its 
water needs through the re­ 
mainder of the century. 
The massive recommenda­ 
tions included what study 
manager Donald Owen said 
were “very substantial” con­ 
struction projects, but called 
for no dams on the mighty Eel 
River or anywhere else along 
the North Coast. It called for 
creation of new underground 
‘‘water banks” in Southern 
California to help tide the state 
over during dry years. 
The study and its conclusions 
will be opened to public com­ 
ment at workshops and then 
formulated into re co m ­ 
mendations to Gov. Edmund G.

Brown Jr., perhaps by next 
month. Owen said he was eager 
for Brown to act by the end of 
the year so that the proposed 
delta canal could be operating 
by 1984.. 
The much-delayed 43-mile 
canal was originally proposed 
in 1966 as a key component of 
the state’s massive water 
project, but has been bogged 
down in controversy and legal 
disputes since. 
It would divert water from 
the northern end of the delta at 
Hood around to the southern tip 
near Tracy, increasing the 
amount available for transpor­ 
tation south. It also has the 
avowed aim of preventing 
deterioration of delta fisheries 
and water quality. 
The problem currently is that 
the giant pumps at the southern 
end of the delta reverse the 
flow of rivers as they suck up 
water. This confuses spawning 
fish, draws salt water into the 
region and causes unnatural 
erosion. 
Besides keeping alive the 
canal as one possible alter­ 
native, the study made a bid for 
possible political compromises 
by proposing two other alter­ 
natives in the form of partial 
canals. 
The idea of the modified 
canals would be to divert water 
from the northern top of the 
delta around to the middle 
where it could be sucked out 
with presumably less damage 
to fisheries, water quality and 
delta levees than presently. 
The first modified canal 
would involve construction of 
the top one-third of the 
Peripheral Canal and enlarge­

McGovern, D-S.D. 
A position paper obtained by 
UPI on the proposed reorgani­ 
zation argued that the merger 
would cut costs, increase ef­ 
ficiency, and curtail overlap­ 
ping paperwork and investiga­ 
tion. 
‘‘We expect to save at least a 
half-day per job, netting at 
least 300 days per year,” the 
proposal said. 
Hawkins, however, in a letter 
to Butz last Nov. 11, said the 
reorganization would be “coun­ 
terproductive to effective 
enforcement” of civil rights 
laws pertaining to federal hir­ 
ing and contract compliance 


practices. 
“The transfer would weaken 
the compliance enforcement 
structure by breaking the direct 
line of authority between 
review officers and the Direc­ 
tor of OEO who is chief of civil 
rights enforcement and policy 
development,” Hawkins wrote 
to Butz. 
“They would be placed under 
authority of the director of the 
Office of Audit who has no en­ 
forcement responsibilities and 
peripheral civil rights policy in­ 
volvement,” he said. 
Congressional sources who 
disclosed the Hawkins letter 
and the USDA position paper 


said “the recent charges about 
Butz’ record on civil rights en­ 
forcement raises some of these 
things to different level than 
was apparent last year.”

To Marge Emmons, 501 South J Street, we are In­ 
debted for three recipes offered today. All are 
described as economical, most eatable and easy to 
prepare. The first, it is suggested, is very good with 
ham. 


Mandarin Orange Salad 
2 pkgs orange Jello 
2 cups boiling water 
4 tbsp. lemon juice 
1 pt. orange sherbet 
2/3 cup coffee cream 
2 cans mandarin oranges (drained) 
1 small can crushed pineapple (drained) 
Dissolve Jello in the boiling water. Add orange 
sherbet and stir until well mixed. Add rest of in­ 
gredients and refrigerate until set. 


Barbecued Beef Cubes 
3 lbs. cubed stew meat 
1 cup flour 


M i cup shortening 
Dredge meat in flour and brown in electric skillet 
preheated to 340 degrees. Lower heat to 200 degrees 
and add Vk cup water and simmer for one hour. Add 
more water in small amounts if necessary. 
While meat is simmering, prepare sauce. In pan mix 
1 cup brown sugar, Mi cup prepared mustard, 1 cup 
prepared barbecue sauce, 1 cup tomato catsup, 2 tbsp. 
Worcestershire sauce. 
Cook until blended and set aside. After meat has 
simmered for one hour, pour the sauce over the meat 
and continue to simmer another 30 minutes. Stir 
frequently and if necessary add water. This dish may 
be prepared ahead of time and reheated or it may be 
frozen for future use. Serves six. 
The following dessert recipe, Mrs. Emmons writes, 
was “made by my mother often as it was the only way 
I could eat eggs, when I was a child.” 


Burnt Creme 
1 pint whipping cream 


4 egg yolks 
y% cup sugar 
1 tbsp. vanilla extract 
sugar for topping 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Heat cream over low 
heat until bubbles form around edge of pan. Beat egg 
yolks and sugar together until thick, about three 
minutes. 
Gradually beat cream into egg yolks. Stir in vanilla 
and pour into six custard cups set in a baking pan that 
has about VI inch of water in the bottom. Bake until 
set, about 45 minutes. 
Remove custard cups from water and refrigerate 
until chilled. Sprinkle each custard with about two tsp. 
granulated sugar. Place on top rack of oven broiler 
and leave until topping is medium brown. Chill again 
before serving. 
From our NEA service comes the following recipe 
by Aileen Claire, food editor. Something different, it 
uses a currently available vegetable. 


Sesame Chicken Stuffed Zucchini 
2 large zucchini 
5 tsp. sesam e seeds 
1 tsp. butter or oleo 
2 cans (4Mi oz. each) chunky chicken spread 
1/3 cup chopped green pepper 
1/3 cup shredded carrot 
1 tbsp. minced onion 
5 tsp. steak sauce 
2 tsp. mayonnaise 
Wash zucchini, cut in half horizontally and remove 
the pulp, leaving a half-inch wall. Cover and chill. 
In a small skillet over low heat, brown sesam e seeds 
in butter, stirring frequently. Set aside. In a bowl, mix 
together chicken spread, green pepper, carrot, onion, 
steak sauce, mayonnaise and 4 tsp. sesam e seeds. 
Stuff the zucchini with the chicken mixture. Garnish 
with remaining sesame seeds and chill. Serves four.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
Major issues of the Ford-Carter 
debate at-a-glance: 


Southern Africa: 
Ford said the United States 
“ took the initiative in Southern 
Africa. ' and won the trust of 
both sides. He said the United 
States wanted to preserve “ the 
right of self-determination” 
and human dignity in Africa 
through m ajority rule with 
“ full protection of the rights of 
the 
m in o r it y .” 
C a rte r 
suggested the recent U.S. over- 
tu res 
w ere 
p o lit ic a lly 
motivated, adding the United 
States “ went into South Africa 
late. We didn’t go in until right 
before the election." 


Eastern Europe: 
Ford said the Helsinki agree­ 
ment had not given Russia 
dominance in Eastern Europe, 
and “ there never will be under 


a Ford administration.” He 
said Yugoslavia, Romania, and 
Poland “ do not consider them­ 
selves dominated.” Carter dif­ 
fered: “ I would like to see Mr. 
Ford convince the Polish- 
Am ericans and the Czech- 
Americans and the Hungarian- 
Americans in this country that 
those countries don’t live under 
the domination and the supervi­ 
sion of the Soviet Union.”

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The demonstration for the se­ 
cond Ford-Carter debate was 
peaceful and orderly — a far 
cry from the 1960s when 
violence was a trademark of 
protests in the San Francisco 
Bay area 
More than 1,000 persons — 
anti-and pro-abortionists, union 
members, whale lovers and 
those against the B1 bomber — 
marched along Baker Street 
across from the Palace of Fine 
Arts Wednesday night in an ef­ 
fort to influence President Ford 
and Jim my Carter with their 
causes. 
Hundreds of helmeted police­ 
men cordoned off the area, but 
instead of fighting and chiding 
the marchers chatted amiably 
with the officers There were no 
arrests. 
The demonstrators probably 
had little effect on Ford and 
Carter because the two debat­ 
ers entered the south end of the 
palace 200 yards away. And 
their entrance was so quick 
they could barely notice the 
marchers 
Neighborhood 
youngsters, 
many in shorts and T-shirts 
because of the 80-degree 
temperature, darted in and out 
of the groups of protesters. 
A police spokesman declined 
to sav how many officers were 


used for debate security but 
said it was the largest deploy­ 
ment since Nikita Khrushchev 
visited San Francisco 
The only incident occurred 
during the debate itself when 
three members of the Nazi 
party showed up and several 
other demonstrators engaged 
them in a scu ffle . One 
plainclothes officer broke it up 
quickly.

Wilson said the Marines have 
given top priority to better 
selection, psychiatric evalua­ 
tion and training of drill in­ 
structors. Supervision of drill 
sergeants has been increased, 
their working hours have been 
shortened to reduce fatigue and 


sergeants and their platoons 
are being separated for an hour 
a day. 
Although the Marines expect 
difficulty finding their quota of 
volunteers in coming months, 
Wilson said, “ We’re not going 
to take in the type of individual 
we did during the Viet Nam war 
and shortly after.” 
The Corps intends to remove

not meet our standards,” he 
said. 
McClure, 20, was beaten un­ 
conscious at the depot last Dec.

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Poles in angry reaction to 
Ford's comment on domination 


United Press International 
Stanley Michalak of Chicago 
says President Ford is ‘‘a fool” 
if he considers Poland free of 
Russian domination. Thomas 
Johnson of Cleveland says “I 
think he’s fulla ...” 
After the second televised 
debate between Ford and Jim­ 
my Carter, reactions were 
quick and bitter to Ford’s 
description of several Eastern 
European countries as “in­ 
dependent” of the Soviet 
Union.” 
Michalak, an engineer whose 
parents immigrated to Chica­ 
go from Warsaw, was angered 
by the remarks. 
“The man’s a fool if he 
thinks Poland is free of Rus­ 
sian control,” he said. “I don’t 
think anybody who thinks 
eastern Europe is free has any 
business being President of the 
United States. He sold out 
eastern Europe in Helsinki, 
then comes on tv and says 
eastern Europe is free. He’s a 
liar or an idiot.” 
Johnson, who married into a 
Polish family, said: “I think 
he’s fulla s— . When you speak 
of Poland you cannot speak of 
an independent nation.” 
Dr. Lev E. Dobriansky, 
chairman of the National Cap­ 
tive Nations Committee and 
professor of economics at 
Georgetown University in Wa­ 
shington, said he was “shocked 
to hear President Ford state 
and even try to defend this 


preposterous statement. 
“In my judgment and that of 
millions of Americans that 
statement was incredible,” he 
added. 
Ford’s remark came after 
Democrat Jimmy Carter criti­ 
cized him for ceding Russian 
control over Eastern Europe 
when he signed the Helsinki ac­ 
cords last year. 
“I don’t believe ... that the 
Yugoslavs consider themselves 
dom inated by the Soviet 
Union,” Ford said. “I don’t 
believe that the Romanians 
consider themselves dominated 
by the Soviet Union. I don’t 
believe that the Poles consider 
themselves dominated by the 
Soviet Union. Each of those 
countries is independent or 
autonomous.” 
None of the early reaction up­ 
held that view, however. And 
Gen. Brent Scowcroft, Ford’s 
chief international security ad­ 
viser, told reporters the Rus­ 
sians have four divisions of 
troops in Poland — although he 
said that did not contradict the 
President’s thesis. 
Mrs. Rose Wozjechowicz of 
Chicago, who has been in the 
United States 25 years, said 
Ford was “very wrong.” 
“It’s not true.” she said. 
“Poland is little Russia. Every­ 
thing is Russia, Russia. There 
is no more Poland. Only the 
name, the Polish language, but 
no Poland.” 
One recent Polish immigrant, 


asking not to be identified, 
spoke in Polish: 
“Nobody is free from Russia 
... And the people in Poland who 
are praying that someday they 
will be free again, they have to 
count on the United States to 
speak for them. What he said 
was not what they feel.” 
Many Lithuanian-American- 
s, quite vocal in opposition to 
the Helsinki pact, also seemed 
stunned by Ford’s statement. 
“He’s damn crazy,” said 
Vytautas Lapinskas, a Chicago 
resident. “He’s up there talking 
about how free we are. And he 
says eastern Europe is free. I 
wonder if he even knows what 
the word means.” 
Jeanne Kraukas, a Chicago 
college student, charged that 
Ford has “already sold out 
Lithuania and all of eastern 
Europe and now he’s just say­ 
ing it’s okay, they’re free from 
Russia. Well that’s bull — -. 
He’s done more for Soviet com­ 
munism than Lenin.”

Assessment 
appeals 
under way 


The arduous task of hearing 
447 county property assessment 
appeals was begun Tuesday by 
a hearing board sitting in the 
county supervisors’ hearing 
room of the County Administra­ 
tion Building in Santa Barbara. 
Six appeal cases from the 
Montecito area came before the 
board Tuesday, with the result 
the board supported the asses­ 
sor’s figures in two cases, and 
reduced valuations a total of 
$33,000 in two other cases. 
Stipulations between the asses­ 
sor and property owners have 
been arrived at in the remain­ 
ing two cases, it was an­ 
nounced. 
Mrs. Girvan Higginson won 
a $25,000 reduction on property 
given a $210,000 valuation by the 
office of Assessor William 
Cook. The cut was made in land 
valuation from $145,000 to 
$120,000 involving the property 
at 1000 Channel Dr. 
Winning an $8,000 reduction in 
valuation was Monroe H. 
Shapiro, whose land valuation 
was reduced from $130,000 to 
$122,000. 
Appeals of Theodore A. Kalil 
and Arthur/Maria Morgan for 
reductions were denied. Kalil 
asked for a $55,000 reduction in 
valuation on the grounds that 
the 2.53 acre property was still 
subject to flood damage. But 
the board reasoned that the 
county had put in flood control 
improvements of substantial 
nature in recent years. 
The hearing board Tuesday 
consisted of Dennis Dallaston, 
of Santa Maria, acting as chair­ 
man; Patricia Jones, of Goleta, 
and Alvin Weingand, of 
Montecito. 
In addition to the 447 cases of 
county property owners, the 
hearing board is also scheduled 
to open special hearings the 
weeks of Nov. 29 and Dec. 6 on 
the multimillion dollar tax ap­ 
peals of Standard Oil Co. of 
California related to assess­ 
ments of both offshore and 
onshore facilities in the county.

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Carney, Purvis, 8 others gone 
Rebuilt Conqs try Bishop

Most football coaches would have nightmares just 
thinking about losing half of their defense, as well as 
their star running back in one day. But Ed Knowles of 
Cabrillo couldn’t be happier about the way things have 
been going since 10 Conqs, including at least seven 
starters, quit the team Monday. 
"Our morale is unbelievable,” says an enthusiastic 
Knowles.” It is 20 to 30 times higher than before the 
guys quit.” 
The Conqs go against Bishop Garcia Diego High of 
Santa Barbara tomorrow night at 8 p.m. at the San 
Marcos High Stadium. Playing such a small school 
(580 students) might have once posed a problem in get­ 
ting players psyched up, but Knowles says that, in light 
of what’s happened, his players are eager to show 
what they can do. 
“ There’s a lot of talk around about ‘poor’ Cabrillo,’’ 
said Knowles. “ But our attitude is that the studs are 
the guys that are out there now, and the guys they 
think are studs are just quitters.” 
Knowles once again refused to say which players 
quit. But a look at the starting lineup for tomorrow’s 
game shows the following Conqs no longer in the 
lineup: 


On offense - halfback Ron Carney, right tackle Jim 
Haluca and split end Gary Dempsey. On defense - 
right end Mark Larson, right tackle Dave Eden, left 
tackle Larry Ground, noseguard Jim Filarsky, comer- 
back Ken Clayton (injured last Friday) and free safety 
Tom Purvis. 
Purvis was an All-League first teamer last year. 
Camey was the league’s third leading rusher with 613 
yards (7.3 yard average) last year, and had gained 194 
yards in 52 carries thus far this year. Filarsky a junior, 
was a starter last year as a sophomore. 


Another factor to consider is that Camey has been 
Cabrillo’s toe last season and this season. He kicks off 
and kicks PA T’s. 


Rocky Westbury, a junior with limited experience, 
will replace Camey. Darryl Dalcerri, the only defen­ 
sive lineman left, will also play offensive right tackle 
tomorrow. And Myron Cole may fill in for Gary 
Dempsey at split end. Linebacker Mark Bowser may 
see some action on the offensive line. 
The new defensive starters will be Curt Garman, 
replacing Larson; Richard Roche for Eden and Rod 
Johnson for Ground; Greg Brackin for Filarsky, Bob 
Crummy for Clayton, and Sam Robbins for Purvis.

Larson and Brackin also start on offense. Roche, a 
sophomore, was one of two players called up from the 
JV squad this week 
Knowles will be testing his new team against a team 
he feels is one of the best 1-A schools in California. 
The Cardinals are an unimpressive 1-1-1, but to hear 
their heartbreaking story, you can see why Knowles is 
worried. 
In its first game against San Luis, Bishop gained 427 
yards total offense but wound up losing 18-14. The next 
week, up against tough Santa Ynez, the Cardinals had 
to settle for a 13-13 tie when they missed a last-second 
41-yard field goal by six inches. 
Last week, they finally put it together beating 2-A 
Santa Clara 16-7. In that game, the Cardinals held 
Santa Clara to 47 yards total offense. 
‘‘They’re just plain good,” says Knowles. ‘‘They 
don’t run anything fancy, a straight T with two split 
ends, but they look very good.” 


Despite an almost new defense, Knowles promises 
that there will be no changes in strategy or style. 
‘‘We’re going to run the same defense. We have a lot 
of confidence in our new team They are fun to watch 
and fun to coach.”

Shortchanged: 
ex-Sun bitter 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) — Jack Conners is 24, has a wife and a 2-year-old son, 
lives in a two-bedroom apartment in Orange County and made $11,000 as a con­ 
struction worker last year. 
He gets up at 5.30 a.m. to get to work in time and drives there in a 1961 
pickup. 
. 
A year ago, he was playing football with James McAlister, Kermit Johnson, 
Anthony Davis, Dave Roller, Tony Adams and Pat Haden with the Southern 
California Sun. 
, 
When the World Football League folded, he was left without a job, debts and 
bitter memories. 
“ Sure, I ’m bitter,” said Conners, a starting defensive back for two seasons 
with the Sun. “ Wouldn’t you be bitter if somebody skipped out owing you 
$34,000? 
“ To me, it’s criminal that people who could afford to pay you are allowed to 
get away with something like this. It’s almost like stealing. The real 
frustrating thing is that they’re going to get away with it. It’s a sick situation.” 
After tbe W FL went under in October, 1975. Conners and Gary Dixon, a runn­ 
ing back from Nebraska, filed a $500,000 class action suit — in behalf of 26 Sun 
players — in Superior Court at Santa Ana, Calif. 
Named in the suit were Sam Battistone and Larry Hatfield, who owned the 
Sun in its two years of existence. 
“ I don't expect anything to happen, either,” Conners said ruefully. “ We (the 
players) should be protected but the people with money are protected in our 
system. I don’t expect too much from the courts. 
“ I don’t want people to feel sorry for me because I have a job and my family 
has enough to eat. There are a lot of people out of work. 
“ That’s not to say I want to do this job the rest of my life. I don’t I don’t feel 
it’s demeaning and I don’t feel too good to do it but I don’t like what I ’m doing. 
A two-year starter at University of Oregon, Conners wa§ a 16th round draft 
choice of the San Francisco 49ers. A 5-10. 175-pounder from Gardena, Calif., he 
attempted to join the 49ers this season but failed to pass the N FL club's 
physical because of a shoulder injury suffered with the Sun 
“ I want to play football again and I think I can,’’ he said. “ I ’ll try again next 
vear It’s not that I love football because I don’t. It's just a way to get ahead in 
life. 
“ I want to buy a house but right now I can’t afford a down payment. I still run 
and lift weights. I play volleyball and softball. 
“ It’s hard not to think about the money that's owed me. though. Every time I 
pick up a shovel to dig a hole. I think about it Wouldn’t you?"

Barthel a starter 


It’s been a disappointing season so 
far for the Arizona State Sun Devils, 
but not for Sun Devil linebacker 
Dave Barthel. 
ASU, considered a definite con­ 
tender for the national title in most 
preseason polls, has lost three 
straight games. 
But Barthel, the sophomore who 
was an all-CIF linebacker at Lom­ 
poc High two seasons ago, has 
worked his way off the bench and 
into the starting lineup 
Listed as second string, he didn’t 
see any action in the season-opener 
against UCLA because of a sprained 
ankle. But the following week, 


against Cal, Dave played on the 
special teams (kick and kick return 
squads) and played the entire se­ 
cond half at right linebacker. 
He started the following week 
against Wyoming, played almost the 
entire game and made several 
tackles 
The move from left linebacker to 
the right side has been a tough tran­ 
sition for Barthel, but he has ap­ 
parently adapted well to his new 
position. 
ASU’s head coach. Frank Kush, is 
known as the meanest man in 
college football. So far. however, 
he’s saved most of his ire for the 
team’s offensive unit. 


LO S A N G E L E S ( U P I ) - Craig 
Stadler, the 1973 U.S. Amateur champion 
and a former college golf All-American 
at University of Southern California, is 
off to a rocky start as a tour pro but he’s 
not worried. 
If anything, he says, the tour is easier 
than he anticipated. 
“ If you play well out here, you’re going 
to make money,” said Stadler, 23. “ 1 had 
expectations of it being pretty difficult 
when I went out. 
“ Well, it’s not any harder than I 
believed. In fact, it might be even easier 
than I thought it was at first.” 
Since earning his Tournament Players 
Division card at the spring qualifying 
school, Stadler has made the cut only 
twice — the Greater Hartford Open in 
August and the World Open in 
Scpt6mb6r 
He shot 70-72-67-73—282 at Hartford for 
a $519.50 check and earned $740 in the 
World Open with 69-73-75-71-288. 
He missed qualifying for last week s 
Sahara Invitational at Las Vegas, Nev , 
and will tee it up Monday at San Antonio 
in a bid to qualify for the $125,000 Texas 
Open 
“ I didn't say it was easy,” he smiled 
“ But it’s just been the way I ’ve played. I 
haven’t played anywhere nearly as well 
as I ’d liked to. 
“ But I ’m not worried in the least bit. 
I ’ve got a lot of confidence in myself. 
This is just like anything else when you 
first start It’s a learning process. I ’m 
learning something new every week 
“ It just depends on when it’ll jell 
Hopefully, it’ll be soon. When I came out 
of the school, I had a goal to make the top 
60 in only one half of the year. I haven’t 
sniffed that. But I would expect next 
year to be a consistent money maker and 
two years from now to win ” 
In 1971. Stadler, of La Jo lla, Calif . was 
the World Junior champion. He was a 
member of the 1975 U.S. Walker Cup 
team 
“ I don’t feel any more pressure just 
because I had a good amateur career,” 
he said 
“ Once you get on the tour, 
everybody is the same. 
“ I ’m not saying there aren’t any pres­ 
sures It’s a lot of fun if you’re playing 
every week But if you miss qualifying on 
Monday and you’re on the other side of 
the country, it’s awful hard to find 
something to do with your time until the 
next Monday. 
"But you’ve got to learn to cope with 
the pressures So many things can enter 
your mind that you’ve got to block them 
out When you do get into tournaments, 
you can't think about making the cut 
You start thinking about things like that 


and it’ll effect your game ” 
When he returned from Europe last 
December after spending the summer 
there playing golf, the mustachioed 
Stadler weighed 238 pounds. He went on 
a diet and lost 40 pounds. 
Once recognized as one of amateur 
golf’s long hitters, he has taken 30 yards 
off his drives in order to keep them in the 
fairway. 
He’s also changed his practice habits. 
“ I hit a lot more practice balls now 
than I ever did,” he offered “ I wasn’t 
much for practicing in college. In six 
days now, I ’m probably hitting 12 to 14 
buckets But this is nothing compared to 
what I should be doing. But I ’m just 
learning how to practice, too.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Chilean terror hits U.S. 


WASHINGTON - Last year, we 
published a sober report that had been 
smuggled to us from leaders of Chile’s 
moderate Christian Democratic party. 
We reported that DINA, the Chilean dic­ 
tatorship’s notorious secret police ap­ 
paratus, was* moving against Christian 
Democrats “on a global scale.” 
“There is reason to 
believe,” we reported 
on Nov. 16, 1975, “that 
DINA has hired thugs 
to track down and as­ 
sassinate prominent 
exiles.” 
Two w eeks ago, 
former Chilean Am­ 
b assad o r 
O rlando 
Letelier was blown to 
oblivion as he was 
d r i v i n g hi s blue 
C h e v r o l e t 
down 
Washington s tranquil, 
tree-shaded Embassy 
Row. 
We have now es­ 
t a b l i s h e d 
f r o m 
reliable sources that 
he had been meeting with represen­ 
tatives of the Christian Democratic 
party. They informally discussed plans 
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to form a coalition movement to oppose 
the Chilean dictatorship. 
Our sources say that the lives of other 
coalition members are also in danger. In 
fact, no Christian Democratic leader 
still brave enough to remain active in 
politics is safe. 
At least two Christian Democratic ex­ 
iles have been marked for murder. 
Gabriel Valdes, a form er foreign 
minister, and Rodomiro Tomic, who ran 
against the late Marxist President 
Salvador Allende in 1970, have been 
warned of the assassination danger. 
One warning came a year ago from the 
U.S. embassy in Santiago. The FBI con­ 
sidered the threats so credible that 
special details were ordered to protect 
Valdes and Tomic. 
Bernardo Leighton, one of the founders 
of the Christian Democratic party, was 
gunned down on the streets of Rome, 
along with his wife, a year ago. He bare­ 
ly survived. 
Three days after the murder attempt, 
French police corailed a trio of DINA 
agents at Orly airport in Paris. They 
were interrogated and then put aboard a 
plane for Santiago. 
The military dictatorship, meanwhile, 
continues to offer lip service to Chile’s 
traditional democracy. But as early as 
July, 1975, we saw intelligence reports 
from Santiago, which claimed the junta 
planned to wipe out the Christian 
Democratic party and thereby ex­ 
tinguish democracy forever in Chile. 
The United States, for its part, con­ 
tinues to finance the Chilean dic­ 
tatorship. 
Footnote: We have discussed our 
evidence in detail with both Chile’s 
Minister of Justice Miguel Schweitzer 
and Ambassador to Washington Manuel 
Trucco. Both vehemently denied that 
their government has been scheming to 
eliminate the Christian Democratic 
party. 
NIXON’S WORRY: Richard Nixon is 
worried that President Ford may jeopar­ 
dize his accomplishments in China. TTie 
former president has confided his con­ 
cern to at least two close friends 
The death of the demigod Mao Tse- 
tung has left a political vacuum on the 
Chinese mainland. It is a crucial time, 
therefore, for Chinese-American rela­ 
tions. 
Yet in Nixon’s view, President Ford is 
neglecting China and favoring Russia. 
Nixon believes this could be an historic 
mistake. He thinks the United States 
should tilt toward China. 


The former President is also critical of 
Ford’s diplomatic efforts in the Middle 
East. Recent events have given the 
United States an opportunity, he has told 
friends, to strengthen its ties with the 
moderate Arab countries. 
This will take skillful personal 
diplomacy, Nixon believes. It will also 
mean adopting a more balanced Middle 
East policy, less favorable to Israel. But 
the end result, Nixon contends, would 
make Israel more secure and, therefore, 
would be better for Israel. 
WATCH ON WASTE: Insiders tell us 
that the General Services Administra­ 
tion has lost some $1.3 million worth of 
merchandise from a big warehouse com­ 
plex outside Washington. 
The fancy word for the loss is "slip­ 
page,” but our sources say most of it was 
plain theft. Yet incredibly, the GSA is 
abetting further “slippage” by merging 
its crack Investigations Branch with its 
disorganized Office of Investigations. 
Officially, GSA says that the losses are 
nowhere near $1.3 million and that the 
merger will improve efficiency. 
MONTOYA’S TAXES. We broke the 
story last March that the Internal 
Revenue Service had begun quiet audits 
of the tax returns of Sen. Joseph Mon­ 
toya, D.-N.M., whose subcommittee 
oversees the Internal Revenue budget. 
This is the first time Montoya’s taxes 
have been thoroughly audited since 1950. 
During the intervening quarter century, 
he has become a millionaire. 
An earlier move to audit the senator’s 
finances was blocked by Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald Alex­ 
ander. His agency has now notified Mon­ 
toya of the results of the audits of his 
1974 and 1975 tax returns. For 1974, Mon­ 
toya will receive a refund of $112.05. His 
1975 return was pronounced perfect — no 
money owed, none refunded. 


For the liberal left, antitrust is a word 
that conjures up past battles. But as the 
bigness of big business grows even 
bigger, it is hardly more than a ritual to 
be invoked by old-time populists like 
former Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma 
who used it in his cross-country gypsy- 
style primaries campaigns for the 
presidency. 
As a quick and 
scarcely noted shifting 
of gears in the White 
House made plain not 
long ago, antitrust has 
no p l a c e 
in the 
Republican political 
v o c a b u l a r y . 
The 
beneficiary was the 
greatest giant of them 
all, the American 
T e l e p h o n e 
and 
T e l e g r a p h 
Co., 
familiarly known as 
Ma Bell. 
Before the Congress 
was a piece of legisla­ 
tion that has received 
probably more — yet 
discreet — lobbying than any measure in 
a long time. Beguilingly called the Con­ 
sumer Communications Reform act. it 
had, in one form or another, the backing 
of 177 members of the House and 20 
senators who were happy to give Ma Bell 
their endorsements. 
John Eger, then acting director of the 
President’s telecommunications policy 
office, delivered a stinging speech charg­ 
ing that the bill so cleverly entitled 
would in fact put an end to even the 
miniscule competition that Bell now has. 
He did this in a seminar of the electronic 
industries associations where it would 
have the greatest impact. 
“To propose that the development of 
telecom m unications might best be 
served by a single vested interest, free to 
regulate the pace of technological 
growth, and unencumbered by the 
stimulating effect of aggressive com­ 
petition is, in my judgment, sheer folly,” 
Eger said. 
j 
The rate-making rule could result in 
the financial demise of Ma Bell’s small 
rivals, according to Eger. 
And if the rivals died off Bell then 
would be granted antitrust EXEMP­ 
TION and the green light to acquire the 


assets of the competitiors strangled by 
the special privileges of the giant in the 
Consumer Communications Reform act. 
Not long after the speech Eger 
resigned after being acting director of 
the telecommunications office for more 
than two years. 
He was replaced by Thomas J. Houser 
as the new director. Only six weeks after 
taking office Houser at a press con­ 
ference completely reversed the 
procompetition stand. He said his office 
would stay “neutral” on the A.T. and T. 
bill. 
In this shifting of gears are some 
remarkable ironies. One is that a year 
and a half ago the Dept, of Justice began 
a civil antitrust suit against Ma Bell in 
federal district court in Washington. No 
action has followed because the question 
of jurisdiction is still pending. 
The Justice Dept, tried several years 
ago to compel AT. and T. to divest itself 
of Western Electric, which makes all of 
Bell’s electronic equipment. Bell’s 1,600 
small competitors have for the most part 
joined in support of the communications 
reform act. After all, they know that 
with such a stranglehold on the market 
they could be squeezed out. 
The extraordinary resources of Ma 
Bell were underscored in a story making 
newspaper front pages. It became the 
first corporation to earn more than $1 
billion in profits in a single three-month 
period. The next-largest giant. General 
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Motors, came close with $909 million. 
An antitrust act just passed by 
Congress, giving the states powers in the 
field, is presumably much stiffer and 
will be more likely to give the govern­ 
ment a better grip on the giant corpora­ 
tions. But cynics long familiar with 
telecommunications are skeptical. 
It is not the telephone alone we are 
concerned with here — and certainly no 
one would question Bell’s efficiency in 
that service — but it is the whole rapidly 
expanding field of telecommunications 
with computers and other tools that are 
part of what, in a sense, is a new industry 
bound to be increasingly powerful. Many 
of these tools have come out of the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories in New Jersey. 
With revenues likely to be more than 
$30 billion this year and with 1,500,000 
employes across the country, A.T. and T. 
has powers that can dwarf the efforts of 
the Justice Dept, or the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission to put curbs on 
the corporation. 
As one cynical FCC lawyer put it: 
‘ They can do a snow job. coming in with 
a truckload of documents. And our 
limited staff can hardly compete.” 
Is antitrust a fiction of the populist 
past? A suit against International 
Business Machines has been in court in 
New York for more than a year, with the 
company filing documents adding up to 
more than a million pages — and the end 
is not in sight.

is the foundation. It may even affect the 
average person more than we realize. 
For instance, do you know that the 
“beep” you hear occasionally on your 
radio or television set, especially after 
the station has left the air for the even­ 
ing, is an A-440 tone, and that it is by this 
tone that electric power is calibrated? 
Piano tuners have expressed concern 
over what might happen when old pianos 
are tuned to A-442. That alone — the vi­ 
sion of pianos everywhere flying apart 
with a vast twang — is enough to make 
one suspect that a bit of added tone 
brilliance is hardly worth it. 


What there is of my musical ability is 
confined to vocal acivity so naturally I 


marvel at those who can, with seemingly 
little effort, take up a musical instru­ 
ment or sit down at a piano or organ and 
play just about anything they’re asked 
to.
